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What  is  meant  by  Rapid  Transit? 

Bay  Area  citizens  have  approved  "bonds  to  build  a  high 
speed  public  rapid  transit  system  connecting  San  Fran- 
cisco with  the  East  Bay.    The  system  will  cost 
$996,000,000.    In  San  Francisco  the  rapid  transit  trains 
will  be  located  mostly  underground  in  a  subway.  Major 
routes  of  this  rapid  transit  system  will  be  located 
along  Market  and  Mission  Streets. 

When  will  this  rapid  transit  system  be  built? 

Rapid  transit  construction  will  start  in  1965  an<^  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  1969* 

How  will  rapid  transit  affect  my  neighborhood? 

The  new  rapid  transit  system  will  have  a  major  effect 
on  the  neighborhoods  which  adjoin  the  routes.    It  can 
improve  access,  encourage  new  construction  and  increase 
values  but  it  can  also  by-pass  existing  centers,  en- 
courage the  wrong  kind  of  new  construction,  and  hasten 
deterioration.    We  should  plan  now  to  insure  full  benefits 
from  rapid  transit. 
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How  can  we  take  full  advantage  of  the  rapid  transit  system? 


A  study  is  proposed — called  the  Rapid  Transit  Corridor 
Study — to  analyze  the  influence  of  the  rapid  transit 
system  on  adjacent  neighborhoods  and  to  make  recommenda- 
tions on  specific  coramunitj'-  improvements  within  the 
corridor.    The  Study  will  make  recommendations  on  how 
our  City  and  existing  neighborhood  organizations  can 
work  together  for  "better  neighborhoods. 

What  will  the  Rapid  Transit  Corridor  Study  do? 

The  Study  will  help  provide  answers  to  such  questions  as: 

1.  What  are  neighborhood  needs  and  resources  for  com- 
munity improvement? 

2.  How  can  loan  assistance,  lower  interest  rates,  re- 
financing, architectural  services  and  other  tools 
"best  be  used  to  help  individual  owners  improve  and 
maintain  their  property? 

3.  What  will  be  the  effect  of  the  rapid  transit  system 
on  economic  and  social  patterns  in  the  corridor  study 
area? 

k.    Can  deteriorated  structures  with  uses  which  detract 
from  the  neighborhood,  such  as  manufacturing  in 
residential  areas,  be  removed  through  spot  clearance 
to  industrial  areas  of  the  City? 

5.    What  changes,  if  any,  should  be  made  in  the  City's 
Master  Plan  to  relate  it  to  the  new  transit  system? 

What  are  the  boundaries  of  the  Study  Area? 

See  map  on  cover  showing  Study  Area,  rapid  transit  routes, 
and  transit  stations. 

Who  will  carry  out  the  Study? 

The  Study  will  be  a  joint  effort  of  the  Department  of 
City  Planning  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency. 

Will  the  Rapid  Transit  Corridor  Study  mean  that  my  home  will 
be  taken  and  demolished? 

No.    The  Rapid  Transit  Corridor  Study  is  a  Study;  it  is 
not  a  redevelopment  or  renewal  action  program. 

Can  I  proceed  to  improve  my  home  or  business  without  waiting 
for  this  Study  to  be  completed?

Is  this  Study  a  "foot  in  the  door  for  public  housing"? 


No.    The  Study  is  designed  to  help  rehabilitate  neighbor- 
hoods and  is  not  designed  to  provide  sites  for  public 
housing  projects. 

Will  the  Study  recommend  bulldozer  clearance  of  my 
neighborhood  T~ 

No.    The  intent  of  the  Study  is  to  fi»d  ways  to  stop 
the  spread  of  blight  before  neighborhoods  deteriorate 
to  the  point  "where  slum  clearance  is  necessary. 

How  will  the  Study  benefit  my  neighborhood? 


The  Study  will  result  in: 

1.  The  coordination  of  private  and  City  efforts  at 
neighborhood  improvement . 

2.  The  coordination  of  neighborhood  improvement 
efforts  with  construction  of  the  rapid  transit  system. 

3.  The  phasing  of  improvement  efforts  over  a  minimum 
ten- year  period  at  a  rate  to  which  the  community  can 
adjust . 

k.    The  programming  of  loan  assistance,  architectural 

services,  and  other  tools  designed  to  help  individual 
property  owners  improve  and  maintain  their  own  property. 

5.  The  capture  of  dollar  credits  through  a  Federal 

program  of  matching  local  dollars  spent  on  public 

works  including  transit  which  can  be  used  to  help 

in  neighborhood  improvement  programs . 

6.  The  preparation  of  action  tools  to  help  carry  out 
approved  elements  in  the  Community  Renewal  Program, 
the  Master  Plan,  the  Downtown  Plan,  and  agreed  upon-,  .  . 
neighborhood  improvement  programs.  "' 

Will  my  neighborhood  have  a  voice  during  the  Study? 

Yes.    Recommendations  of  the  Study  will  be  developed  in 
close  consultation  with  neighborhood  organizations  to 
take  fully  into  account  the  needs  and  desires  of  local 
citizens . 

Can  my  neighborhood  review  the  completed  Study? 

Yes.    Any  action  program  which  might  be  recommended  as 
a  result  of  this  Study  will  be  subject  to  neighborhood 
discussion  and  public  hearings  before  review  and  accept- 
ance by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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
